UNITED STATES EXPERT SAYS 
EXTREME LOCALIZATION 18 


(Wis.) Oct. 29.— 
road problem is of such 
magnitude as to demand adequate at- 
tention and that the chief cause of 
inefficient supervision of our road- 
making and up-keep is extreme lo- 
Calization, are statements made by 
P. St. J. Wilson, assistant director 
of the United States office of public 


roads, in addressing today’s session of 


the Northwestern Road Cengress, 
session here. 

“I believe that the remedy for lo- 
calization lies in State control and 
that this State control should extend 
not merely to the mileage of roads 
improved with the aid of the State 
funds, but to practically the entire 
road mileage of the State,“ he said.

PRETTY SOFT 
FOR SULLIVAN. 
BANK PRISON 


TERM IN THE WARDEN'S 
AUTOMOBILE, 


(BY A DAY WIRK) 
OSSINING (N. Y.) Oct. 29.—T. J. 
McCormick, warden of Sing Sing 
Prison, under suspe admitted to- 


serving a sentence for the part he 
played in wrecking the Union Bank 
of Brooklyn, had frequently deen 
outside the prison on automobile 
rides. McCormick's admission was 
made on the witness stand before 
‘Stephen KE. Baldwin of Brooklyn, 
Gov. Glynn's special commissioner. 

McCormick testified that Sullivan 
had been detailed to drive the auto- 
mobile and that this was in line with 
the policy of having all work pos- 
sible done by prisoners. 

McCormick testified that Sullivan 
had driven him to New York and 
Yonkers, and had been left at times 
Alone in the car. 

“The reason I selected Sullivan,” 
McCormick said, “was because he had 
the appearance of a gentleman and I 
considered it necessary to have such 


-l@ person driving a passenger car.” 


Further Questioning elicited the 
reply that although Sullivan was 
sentenced to two years imprisonment 
at hard labor, the hardest work he 
had done had been writing short hand 
and driving an automobile. 

McCormick testified that so far as 
he knew Sullivan had never trans- 
acted any personal business while ab- 
= from prison on an aytomobile 
trip.

sions.” 

Another order by the paymaster- 
general advises the contract, requisi- 
tion and supply sections t6 “go slow 
on waiving competitions, even in cases 
where it is permissible, and to stand 
by the lowest bidder whenever pos- 
sible.” He declares that “govern- 
ment ‘red tape’ is never ob ona bie 
to honest men except when it is need- 
lessly wound up so tight and so long 
that it results in obstruction.”

PRINCE LEAVES 


Resignation Reported Due to 
Newspaper Attacks. 


Had Served England more 


than Forty Years. 


His Nephew First of Royalty 
to Die in War. 


ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, 
LONDON, Oct. 29.—Prince Louis 
of Battenberg, against whom there 
have been no open charges, but much 
dle gossip because of his Austrian 
origin, has resigned his position as 
first sea lord of the admiralty, be- 
cause, it is thought probable, of a 
newspaper campaign against his 
holding such a high command. 
Announcement of Prince Louis's 
resignation was made tonight in the 
court circular, which recorded that 
the prince had been received in audi- 
ence by the King on relinquishing his 
appointment. 


though born in Austria, came to Eng- 
land as a boy, and was naturalized in 
1868 when he was only 14 years old. 
Hig rise in the navy was slower than 
that of most cadets, for he had been 
in the navy twenty-three years before 
he was promoted to a captaincy and 
it was another thirteen years before 
he became a rear-admiral. Even 
after that he went up by easy stages, 
but finally his great ability and serv- 
lees being recognized, he was ap- 
pointed first sea lord in 1912—a few 


years after his visit to America. 
Outside of the fact that he was 
born in Austria, the chief argument 
his opponents made against him was 
that he is the brother-in-law of 
Prince Henry of who holds 
a somewhat similag command in the 
German navy. 
There were rumors some time ago 
that Prince Louis had been confined 
in the tower of London, but these 
were too ridiculous to be given seri- 
ous consideration, although the au- 
thorities deemed it expedient that he 
should appear more in public instead 
of confining himeelf to the admiralty, 
where since the outbreak of the war 
he had been working night and day 
directing the strategy of the navy. 
the prince being considered one of 
the most noted strategists of the ad- 
miralty. 
Following this some of the less in- 
fuential papers took the matter up 
and asked that some statement 
be made regarding the fact 
that an officer of German birth 
should be retained as the profession- 
al head of the navy. 
The Globe, for example, while ex- 
pressing sympathy for the prince, 
whom it describes as “himeelf the 
soul of honor, but who is the subject 
of malignant gossip and unfounded 
suspicions,” asked that for his own 
sake “no less than for that of the na- 
tion over whose destinies he now ex- 
ercises such paramount influence,” 
some authoritative statement should 
be issued of “a nature so emphatic 
and so unqualified as to remove at 
once and forever every cloud of doubt 
and to silence every of 
rumor.” 
The prince’s defenders quickly ro- 
plied with the record of the services 
of himself and his family to England, 
and rather strangely, his nephew, 
Prince Maurice of Battepberg, was 
the first member of the royal family 
to be killed in the war. 
Prince Louls of Battenberg is an 
admiral and personal aide de camp to 
the King. He was born at Gratz, 
Austria, in 1854, the eldest son of 
Prince Alexander of Hesse. He mar- 
ried his cousin, Princess Victoria, 
daughter of Louts IV.. Grand Duke 
of Hease, and of Princess Alice, Queen 
Victoria's daughter. He was natural- 
ized a British subject and entered the 
royal navy in 1868. 
By marriage Prince Louls fis re- 
lated to Emperor William of Ger- 
many, the Emperor being the eldest 
gon of Queen Victoria's eldest daugh- 
The wife of Prince Louis is sis- 
ter of 
cousin of the German Emperor. 
Prince Louls of Battenberg served 
in the Egyptian war, was director of 
naval intelligence; second in command 
of the Mediterranean fleet, command- 
er-in-chief of the Atlantic fleet, com- 
mander of the third and fourth di- 
visions of the home fleet and Second 
Sea Lord. He was appointed First 
Sea Lord in 1912. 
In 1909 he visited the United States 
in command of a British squadron,

Man Who Spent His Early Days te 
the Upbullding of New Country is 
Laid to Fimal Rest, 

The town bailder of the Northwest, 
as Alexander B. McDonald of Mt 
Washington, former right-of-way man 
for J. J. Hill, was known among his 
friends, will be laid to his Anal rest 
this afternoon. The funeral services 
at 2 o'clock. He passed away Tuese 
day at the age of 65 years in «4 
hospital at Santa Monica. Mr. Me- 
Donald, in the early days of the West, 
convoyed the freighting trains of the 
Hudson Bay Company from Ft. Snell- 
ing, now St. Paul, to Ft.

The associate justices of the Su- 
preme Court yesterday commenced a 
State-wide campaign to have 
name of Chief Justice Matt I. Sullivan 
written in upon the ballot next Tues- 
day as candidate for the short term 
of Chief Justice, a position he now 
holds and will continue to hold until 
November 3. The short term is for 
sixty days, or from the election until 
the first Monday in January, when 
his regularly- elected successor shail 
take office. 

Associate Justice Lucien Shaw last 
night issued a statement to the yoters 
of California as follows: 

Hon. Matt I. Sullivan, the present 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, is 
performing the duties of the office 
ably, efficiently and satisfactorily to 
the other members of the court. The 
best interests of the court and of the 
public demand that he be continued 
in the office until the short term ex- 
pires, on January 4, 1915, so as to 
avoid the confusion that would ensue 
if some other person were elected for 
the short term. 

I suggest that the voters forestall 
all efforts of others by writing in the 
name of Chief Justice Sullivan for 
the unexpired term.

LONG BEACH, Oct. 29.—Fearing 
that the plans for the Cage submarine

The other governments, which are 
now ng, are suspected by the of- 
ficials of the company of having 
seized the drawings for the purpose 
of making their own gasoline-driven 
submarines. No answer has been re- 
ceived yet from the State Department 
on the subject. 

Submarine company officials are 
negotiating with the government, 


they say, for the use by the United 
States of the Cage patents on a ro- 
alty basis. Uncle Sam finds that, 
the case of the electric submarine, it. 
costs almost as much to repair a vital 
part of the machinery as to build a.
